Senator Works ot California. Would 


Olvo Secretary of Interior Wide' 


.Power Over Operators. 


The fedoral iner*fction and regula- 


tion of coal mines la the subject of a 
bill juht Introduced by Senator Works 
ot Clifornla. 
OC course, it applies to 


bo minus only "which produce cot.-, 


transpottcd to, used or sold In more 
than one t=tate, tlit IB, thoi=e engaged in 
an interstate commerce in coal, but 
such mines comprise the principal part 
ot the mining1 Industry. 


The bill authorises the Secretary of 


tho Interior to make and enforce such 
rules iind i emulations and retiuirements 
a& arc necessary for tho protection o£ 
tho lives and health of the persons 
employed In or about tho mines, and 
"to deteimine what safety devices and 
appliances are necessary and proper to 
be Ufacd for such purposes, and to en- 
force and compel their 
use." 


e Is fuithor to ascettain from time 


to time v> hat are tho moat modern 
methods of managing, opeiating and 
ventilating mlnefa, and tho moat ap- 
proved and efHcIent dovlceg and safety 
appliances for such management and 
for the protection oC life, and to send 
nspeclora into the mlncfl, and foe fall 
ure to afford the Inspectors pioper fa- 
cilities for Inspection the owners ate 
liable to a fine of 
55,000 
and 
six 


months' 
Imprisonment. 
The 
same 


penalties may be imposed for the re- 
fusal or failure to comply Tvlth ,the 
Secretary's ciders respecting the 
man- 


agement or operation of mines or the 
use or disuse of any safety devices or 
appliances approved or disapproved 
by tho Secretary, and the latter may 
In his discretion close the mine until 
the orders are complied with 


"While the Secretary may cooperate 


or act in conlunction with any state 
mining bureau, or any state officer 
authorized to govern or regulate the 
operation of mines. It is somewhat sin- 
gular that the bill makes no lefeience 
whatever to the "United States Bureau 
of Minos, but contemplates and appro- 
priates Cor the establishment o£ an- 
other bureau.

GIVES MERCHANTS A 


PROBLEM TO SOLVE 


They May Get Together on 


Question of 'When 


to Close. 


VIEWS ARE NOW WIDELY APART 


Some Fa\ov Keeping Open Only on 


Saturday Nights; Others Want Mon- 
day Open as Usual, While Some 
l?tt-\ or ScJUng on B. & O. Pay IVlghts. 


The new semi-monthly payday on 


the Baltimore & Ohio railroad, -which, 
becomes operative when the new law 
goetj into effect on July l, has given 
the ConnGllaville merchants a prob- 
lem. 
It is likely that efforts -will be 


made to agree on a 
program. At 


present the merchants have widely di- 
vergent views. 
Some favor keeping 


open In the evening more often than 
at present, while others suggest that 
Saturday be the only night in the week 
Cor the stores to transact business. 


Several merchants were interviewed, 


Uns mormngr. 
They indicated 
that 


nothing definite has been done, but 
they appeared willing to cooperate la 
adopting a uniform, closing agreement. 
There are difficulties, it was admitted, 
and the blame seems to be placed on. 
the smaller 
shopkeepers, 
most of 


whom are open every evening. 


Last year the merchants adopted an 


early closing: agreement for the 
sum- 


mer months which proved satisfac- 
tory. The semi-monthly pay, however, 
will complicate matters. The general 
rule in Connellsvtile, particularly for 
the larger stores, has been to close 
every evening at 6 o'clock, excepting 
Mondays' Saturdays, and the nights of 
and following the Baltimore & Ohio 
pay 
The same rule, if applied after 


two paydays a month become effective, 
would men additional night work for 
the clerks, and they are trying to 
cre- 


ate sentiment in favor of a general 
early-closing rule. 


The Wright-Mother Company, it 


•was stated, would suggest that the 
stores remain closed every evening ex- 
cepting Saturday and the two Balti- 
more & Ohio paydays 
This tva's a 


tentative supo^stion, being accompan- 
ied by the statement that efforts o£ 
the clerks a short time aj,-o to get an 
agreement among the merchants on a 
definite closing time had not been buc- 
cessfuL 
Officials of the company said 


they would be willing to agree on any 
reasonable proposition. 


Alfred Kotaacker declared that so 


far as his firm was concerned, it -would 
be willing1 to close every evening, 
Sat- 


urday included, especially during the 
summer. Mr. Kobacker stated that he 
believed better service "would be ob- 
tained in every way by such an agree- 
ment, and that the public would not 
be seriously inconvenienced.

with other merchants along this line. 


It. Aaron of The Aaron Company 


declared that his personal preference 
would be to keep open on Monday and 
Saturday evenings only, regardless of
